WAR PROCLAMATION 



The war proclamation signed Fri- 
day by President Wilson reads as 
follows: 

"Whereat, Congress of the United 
States, In the exercise of the con- 
stitutional authority tested In them, 
have resolved by Joint resolution of 
the Senate and House Of Repre- 
sentatives bearing date this day 
'that a state of war between the 
United States and the Imperial Oer 
man Government, which has been 
thrust upon the United Btates. U

"Whereas. It Is provided by Sec 
4067 of the Revised Statutes as fol- 
lows : 

"'Whenever there Is declared 
a war between the United States 
and any foreign nation or Gov- 
ernment, or any invasion or 
predatory Incursion is perpetrat- 
ed, attempted or threatened 
agalnat the territory ot the 
United States by any foreign 
nation or Government, and the 
President makes public declama- 
tion of the event, all natives, 
denizens or subjects of a hostile 
nation or Government being male 
ot the age of 14 years and up- 
ward who shall be within the 
United States and not actually 
naturalised, shall be liable to 
be apprehended, restrained, se- 
cured and removed as alien 
enemies. 

" "The President Is authorized 
in any 'such event, by his proc- 
lamation thereof or other public 
acts, to direct the conduct to be 
observed on the part of the 
United States toward the aliens 
who become so liable; the man- 
ner and degree of the restraint 
to which they may be subject 
and in what cases and upon what 
security their residence shall be 
permitted and to provide for the 
removal of those who, not being 
permitted to reside in the 
United States, refuse or neglect 
to depart therefrom; and to es- 
tablish any such regulations 
which are found necessary In the 
premises and for the public 
safety.' 

Proclaims State of War, 
"Whereas by Section 4,068. 4,069 
and 4,070 of the revised statutes, 
further provision is made relative to 
alien enemies: 

"Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby proclaim, to 
all whom It may concern that a 
state of war exists between the 
United States and the Imperial Ger- 
man Government, and I do specially 
direct all officers, civil or military, 
of the United States that they exer- 
cise vigilance alio iicai in the d*3 

charge of the duties incident to such 
a state of war, and I do, moreover, 
earnestly appeal to all American cit- 
izens that they in loyal devotion to 
their country dedicated from it» 
foundation to the principles of lib- 
erty and justice, uphold the laws of 
the land and give undivided and 
willing support to those measures 
which may be adopted by the Con- 
stitutional authorities in prosecuting 
the war to a successful issue and in 
obtaining a secure and just peace: 

"And, acting under and by virtue 
of the authority vested in me by the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the said sections of the revised 
statutes: 

"I do hereby further proclaim and 
direct that the conduct to be observ- 
ed on the part of the United SVates 
towards all natives, citizens, deni- 
zens or subjects of Germany, being 
male, of the age of 14 years and up- 
wards, who shall be within the 
United States and not actually natur- 
alised, who for the purpose of this 
proclamation and under such sec- 
tions of the revised statutes are 
termed alien enemies, shall be as 
follows: 

Conduct of Alien Enemies. 

"All alien enemies are enjoined to 
preserve tho peace towards the 
United and to refrain from crime 
against the public safety and from 
violating the laws of the United 
States and of the States and terri- 
tories thereof, and to refrain from 
actual hostility or giving informa 
tlon, aidj or comfort to the enemies 
of the United States and to comply 
strictly with the regulations which 
are hereby or which may be from 
time to time promulgated by ths 
President and bo long as they shall 
conduct themselves in accordance 
with law they shall be undisturbed 
In the peaceful pursuit of their lives 
and occupations and be accorded 
the consideration due to all peaceful 
and law-abiding persons, except so 
far as restrictions may be necessary 
for their own protection and for the 
safety of the United States and to- 
wards such alien enemies as con- 
duct themselves In accordance with 
law, all citizens of the United States 
are enjoined to preserve the peace 
and to treat them with all such 
friendliness as may be compatible 
with loyalty and allegiance to the 
United States. 

"And all alien enemies who fail to 
conduct themselves as so enjoined 
in addition to all other penalties 
prescribed by law, shall be liable to 
restraint or to give security or to 
remove and depart from the United 
States In the manner prescribed by 
Sections 4,069 and 4,067 of the re- 
vised statutes and as prescribed in 
the regulations duly promulgated by 
the President. 

"And pursuant to the authority 
vested in me, I hereby declare and 
establish the following regulations, 
which I pnd necessary in the premiB 
ea and for the public safety: 
Regulations for Public Safety. 

"(1). -An alien enemy shall not 
have in his possession at any time 
or place any firearms, weapons or 
weapons of war, or component parts 
thereof, ammunition, Maxim or other 
silencer, arms or explosives or ma- 
terial* used Id the manufacture of 
explosives; 

"(2).— An alien enemy shall not 
have in bis possession an auy time or 
place or use or operate any aircraft 
or wireless apparatus or auy form of 
signalling device or any form of ci- 
pher code or any paper, document or 
book. wriUeu oi printed in cipuer or 



in which there may be invisible writ 
in«; 

"(3).— All property found In the 
possession of an alien enemy In vio- 
lation of the foregoing Regulations 
shall be subject to seizure by the 
United States; 

"(4).— An alien enemy shall not 
approach or be found within one-half 
of a mile of any Federal or State 
fort, camp, arsenal, aircraft station. 
Government or naval vessel, navy- 
yard, factory or workshop for the 
manufacture of munitions of war, or 
of any products for the use of the 
army or navy; 

Must Sheathe Pens. 

"(5). — An alien enemy shall not 
write, print or publish an attack or 
threat against the Government or 
Congress of the United States or ei- 
ther branch thereof, or against the 
measures or policy of the United 
States or against the persons or 
property of any person in the mili- 
tary, naval or civil service of the 
United States or of the States or ter- 
ritories or of the District of Colum- 
bia or of the municipal governments 
therein; 

"(6). — An alien enemy shall not 
commit or abet any hostile acts 
against the United S'ates, or give in- 
formation, aid or comfort to its 
enemies; 

"(7).— An alien enemy shall not 
reside in or continue to reside in, to 
remain In or enter any * locality 
which the President may from time 
to time designate by an Executive 
order as a prohibitive area in which 
residence by an alien enemy shall 
be found by him to constitute a 
danger to the public peace and safety 
of the United States except by per- 
mit from the President and except 
under such limitations or restric- 
tions as the President may prescribe; 

"(8). — An alien enemy whom the 
President shall have reasonable 
cause to believe to be aiding or 
about to aid the enemy or to be at 
large to the danger of the public 
peace or safety of the United States 
or to have violated or to be about 
to violate any of these regulations, 
shall remove to any location desig- 
nated by the President by Executive 
order and shall not remove there- 
from without permit, or shall depart 
from the United States if so re- 
quired by the President; 

Restrictions on Departure. 

"(9). — No alien enemy shall de- 
part from the United States until he 
shall have received such permit as 
the President shall prescribe or ex- 
cept under order of a court, Judge 
or Justice, under Sections 4069 and 
4070 of the revised statutes. 

"(10). — No alien enemy shall land 
in or enter the United .States except 
under such restrictions and at such 
places as the President may pre- 
scribe; 

"(11). — If necessary to prevent vio- 
lation of the regulations all alien 
enemies will be obliged to register; 

"(12). — An alien enemy whom 
there may be reasonable cause to 
believe to be aiding or about to aid 
the enemy, or who be at large to the 
danger of the public peace or safety 
or who violates or who attempts to 
violate or of whom there is reason- 
able grounds to believe that he is 
about to violate any regulation to 
be promulgated by the President or 
any .criminal .law .of .the .United 
States, or of the States or Territories 
thereof, will be subject to summary 
arrest by the United States by the 
United States Marshal or his deputy 
or such other officers as the Presi- 
dent shall designate and to confine- 
ment in such penitentiary, prison, 
jail, military camp or other place of 
detention as may be directed by the 
President. 

"This proclamation and the regu- 
lations herein contained shall ex- 
tend and apply to all laud and 
water, continental or insular, in any 
way within the jurisdiction of the 
United States."

order he directed that theae postal 
appointments in the future be mndr 
in accordance with the fitness and 
qualifications of the applicants, to 
be determined by a civil sen-ice 
examination and not on the recom- 
mendation of members of Congress. 

a result of President Wilson's 
order, practically the . entire post- 
office machinery is now under the 
civil service. The general impres- 
sion thnt the first and second and 
third elnss postmasters, as the re- 
sult of this executive order, have n 
life-long grip on their positions is 
correct. It was explained by Po-t- 
oftice Department officials that in- 
cumbent postmasters who have no 
records of efficiency may be in 
structed to nnd their places 

filled by men who are known to be 
qualified to handle the postal busi- 
ness under the civil service rules 
to be mnde later. In this connec 
tion it was said that most of the 
present postmasters have records 
of efficiency nnd will not be dis- 
turbed, but there are some post- 
masters who have not handled their 
offices satisfactorily to the depart- 
ment nnd they will be removed un- 
less their work shows improvement. 



"TO HELL WITH THE PEOPLE" 

We are not mincing words in this 
article, but are stating facts ex- 
actly as we sec them, without fear 
or favor. 

"To hat with the people," seems 
to be about the uttitude of both 
labor and capital. And, being of 
the people ourself, we object. 

By the skin of our teeth we have 
just missed a disastrous ruilroad 
strike — missed it because the rail- 
roads themselves bowed to the de- 
mands of the brotherhoods as the 
country totters uii the brink of 
actual war.

It will cost the roads approxi- 
mately $100,000,000 a year, but 
this will not come out of the pockets 
of the ruilroad corporations. No 
indeed! The people themselves will 
pay the freight in the shape of in- 
creased charges on their freight. 

We are not championing the cause 
of the railroads, nor are we plead- 
ing the cause of the brotherhoods, 
but we ARK asking for justice for 
the people, for those who foot the 
0MMI%^ But where that 
*\ justice , w eorang from we don't 
know. 

Every where we turn it .seems to 
be just a plain case of "to hell 
with the people." 

Capital disregards thorn, labor 
disregards them, and even Congress 
disregards them— after the vote is 
cast.

A YEAR TO PLART THINGS 

"If America goes to war," saya 
the Boston Transcript, "it will have 
no time to bother with a 'food 
crwin.' And in truth, there is no 
more occasion for a food crisis, or 
a food «carrity, in the United 
States el America, in pence or war, 
than there is for an oxygen famine 
on the summit of Mount Washing- 
ton. In one year, this country could, 
if it would, produce food enough to 
feed all the world, including China. 
We are amazed, nowadays, at the 
way in which Germany has stood 
the test of an almost complete de- 
pendence on her own resources 1 in 
war. But do the people of America 
realise that the cornfield of the 
United States — the land devoted to 
the maize crop alone now, or the 
area which might be devoted to it 
without taking an acre of ground 
away from any other food grain 
or from the needed pastures — is 
larger than the whole extent of 
Germany? 

"Our wheat field is larger than 
England. Our pastures are greater 
than the area of Germany and 
Austria and France together. And 
not more than one-half the land 
which might be devoted to the rais- 
ing of food is cultivated for food. 
Cotton, tobacco, we can cut them 
down; corn we mnst have. But if 
we are hard pressed now in certain 
lines of food supply, it is actually 
and truly because of abundance of 
resources, because our capabilities 
are so great, so boundless that no 
one has ever considered that they 
would not be adequate to every 
emergency. We have had so great 
a food-field that we have not stop- 
ped to plunt it. We have not con- 
sidered our food— only our money, 
and the chance to make it. 

"But the time has come to think 
about it. We are no doubt the 
Egypt of the world — the land to 
which all others can and do come 
for food — but before Egypt fssdl 
the world, it must feed itself; nor 
mu.-t it cease to feed the world. On 
the face of the earth now, twenty 
million men tire removed from pro- 
ductive toil; they are destroying, 
not increasing, the world's re- 
-ciurces. Many more millions of 
men than that are at work keeping 
the fighters for civilization supplied 
with the munitions of war. The 
fields of France are ploughed with 
bomb shell-; instead of with the im- 
plements of peace. England can 
never produce her own com. And 
now we may have to stand side by 
side with these nations, millions of 
our own with guns in their hands, 
und feed these of our own as well 
as the others whose cause of liberty 
is our cause, too. 

"In the springtime of 1917, with 
an immense emergency confront- 
ing us, it is the duty of every man 
and woman to turn farmer. Parks, 
lawns, meadows, scrub-land, should 
all be planted. The other day u 
woman reader of the Transcript 
wrote in to us, und sent the proof 
of what she had written, that in 
her back yard in Iloxbury, by plant- 
ing two ten cent packets of vegetable 
seeds and four pounds of seed po- 
tatoes, she had grown in that back 
yard not only all the vegetables 
she hud need of in her household, 
but had sold thirty dollars' worth 
of vegetables, including $0.30 worth 
of new potatoes in their reason. 

"And America is the home of 
that most wonderful of all food 
plants, Indian <*orn. The Hand 
which gave this plant to America 
never meant that there should be 
u 'food crisis' here. Corn will pro-
